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At the Victoria theatre yesterday 
evening the significance and importance 
of tho opening of communication over 
the new Pacific cable— the "All Red" 
line— were properly mt'rked. The pro- 
gramme, which had been hurriedly ar- 
ranged by His Worship, iMayor nay- 
ward, was one happily fitting for an his- 
toric occasion.. The addresses were elo- 
quent, and tho interchange of telegrams 
with prominent personages throughout 
the Empire provoked great enthusiasm. 
Owing to the hurried manner in which 
tho meeting had been arranged, there 
was not as large an attendance as would 
have otherwise been the case. 

On Hie stage were Sir -Henri ,7oly, 
lieutenant-Governor of the Province, 
the Bishop of Columbia, Kt. Rev. Bishop 
Cridge, Rev. Dr. Campbell, Rev. E. S. 
Bowe and other local clergymen; Hon. 
Senator Mncdonald, Hon. Senator Tetn- 
pleman, and representatives of all gov- 
ernmental and public bodies in the city. 

At the rear of the stage was displayed 
a largo map showing the route of the 
"all red" cable and in ono corner, near 
the footlights, wis stationed a table 
containing the telegraphic apparatus 
presided o%er by ■Manager Christie, of 
the C. P. It. local ollice, and Mr. R. 
Bain, who will go to Bamfield creek to 
net as assistant superintendent for the 
cable company at that point. 

His Worship Mayor Hayward opened 
the meeting by explaining the, tremen- 
dous importance of tho event which 
was now being celebrated, and he tofd 
how it was possible, through the cour- 
tesy of the C. P. It., to exchange greet- 
ings in those parts of tlio Empire which 
had so long been isolated. He said: 

This meeting lias been called to cele- 
brate the successful laying of the British 
Pacific cable, which has this day become 
an accomplished fact, thus completing, 
tho last link in the girdle of the world. 

It cannot fail to be a source of pride 
and satisfaction to every member of the 
British family that this important en- 
terprise has succeeded; that it will form 
an additional bond of brotherhood, and 
will in various ways prove of great ben- 
efit to every part of the British Empire. 

It is proposed tonight to avail our- 
selves of tho facilities kindly placed at 
our disposal by the C. P. R. and cable 
companies to send messages of congrat- 
ulation to those prominently identified 
with this great work, and there tele- 
grams will at an early stage be submit- 
ted fur your approval so that they may 
be at once transmitted and, if possible, 
answers secured during the meeting. 



The next is to Sir Edmund Barton, 
premier of the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia, who was recently our guest, and 
who is now enjoying the delightful 
sjiring weather of Southern Australia. 

The next is Sir Richard Seddou, pre- 
mier of New Zealand, the great cham- 
pion of radical institutions, and one of 
tho foremost reformers of the age. lie 
will, I am sure, fully realize the import- 
ance of cheap and rapid communication 
with the Great West. 

The next telegram is to Sir Sandford 
Fleming, whose persistent advocacy of 
the scheme during its earlier and dark- 
er days, and when it was looked upon 
more as a dream than an actual possi- 
bility, is deserving of generous recogni- 
tion.

The new cable, as may be seen by ref- 
erence to the map, is laid in almost a 
direct line under the sea to Australia 
and New Zealand, and with overland 
wires and other cable connections, ex- 
tends in one unbroken line round the en- 
tire globe, aud is British throughout. 
Starting at our own city of Victoria, 
the Western outpost of civilization, the 
new cable makes the longest stretch in 
the world, landing at Fanning Island, 
near the Equator, a distance of 3,45ci 
miles; 

Thence to Suva, in the Fiji Islands, 
2,093 miles; 

Thence to Norfolk Island. 901 miles; 

Then to Queensland, West Australia, 
834 miles; 

Making a total of new cable of 7,3-1'i 
miles, costing about $10,000,000, plac- 
ing us in direct communication with our 
brethren of the Southern Cross. 

Crossing Australia to Port Darwin, on 
the north, the line connects with the 
Eastern system of cables, touching at 
some of the East Indian islands; across 
India, up the historical Bed sea and the 
Mediterranean, through the famed 
Straits of Gibraltar, to our beloved 
Mother Country; and returning across 
the Atlantic to Newfoundland, the line 
traverses through Canada across the

British cable now being laid, the gov- 
ernment firmly refused to he .party to 

any such concession. The g lid was 

taken, as was pointed out in tile Citizen 
at tho tune, that the only result of sllcb 
a line being laid «ould be to enable the 
Eastern Extension Cable Company, 
working in connection with the U, Pa- 
cific and the Atlantic Commercial Ca- 
ble Company, which arc one and the 
same concern, to cripple the all-British 
Pacific cable scheme troni the very start. 
Cine the British Pacific cubic has been 
completed between Canada and Austra- 
lia, and the cognate project had been 
carried out of a state-owned cubic 
across the Atlantic, there would proba- 
bly remain no objection to granting the 
concession sought for by the L'uited 
States cable concern. For by that time 
I he "all-red" hue Would have secured II 
permanent share of tlio business be- 
tween Australasia, Canada and Great 
Britain.

This prediction was based upon an esti- 
mate made by Sir Snndford in 1804 of 
the probable growth of Augln-Austrnl- 
asian cable business for the succeeding 
eight years, an estimate which the 
Eastern Extension Co:i',pany's experts 
ridiculed as ridiculous. It was with a 
degree of pardonable satisfaction, thero- 
fore, that Sir Snndford Fleming yester- 
day .received a (•aide-grain from the 
Canadian High Commissioner in Lon- 
don giving him the iictnal returns for 
MKH-li, which showed thai the number 
of words iriinsinitteil during the eight 
years had been 15,000,01 Ml. Sir Snndford

The laying of the first Atlantic cable 
was an event in which all humanity was 
interested. It was a ;,-roat achievement 
in the conquest of science over the 
forces of nature.' The laying of the 
first (Pacific cable is an event in which 
the British race is peculiarly interested. 
It proves the British race predominant 
iu the civilization of the world, even 
as its empire spreads to the uttermost 
parts of the earth. The only danger 
before the British Empire is lack of 
knowledge' ami communication between 
tho different countries which comprise 
its parts. Tins' has a tendency to pie- 
vent homogeneous imperial 'develop- 
ment and opens a prospect of eventual 
disruption. It is as an agency, preven- 
tive of such a result, that we welcome 
the Pacific cable. When wo think of 
the dense ignorance of these heathen 
millions in Great Britain about the re- 
sources and capabilities of the Colonies, 
when we read, as we < i i » J within the 
hist forty-eight hours of such a repre- 
sentative man ns the president of the 
(Board of Agriculture talking of Great 
Britain as soon to be dependent upon 
Argentina for wheat, and of such a rep- 
resentative paper as the Loudon Morn- 
ing Lender denouncing a Canadian East 
Line us an absurdity, we become filled 
with \he true passionary spirit, and 

yearn t<> lend tliese people to a cOucSp- 
tioli of the higher, truer destiny, audi 
wider, nobler life possible to (hem in a 
broader conception of the resources and 
possibilities - f the Empire. We echo 
the adjuration of tin- Prince of Wales 
when ho besought them to "wake up" 
and hope and '.rust that the cable 'will 
bo an effective agency in waking 'thetri 
up. If it brings the United Kingdom 
into closer touch with the rest of the 
Empire and the rest of the Empire into 
closer touch with the fjnited Kingdom, 
the ali-ttJritish cable will carry out a 
mission all important not merely to 
tho British Empire, but to modern 
civilization itself. 



tee- of peace among nations; and also 
because 1 am well assured that all in 
this meeting who send the messages, 
as well as the distinguished persons to 
whom they are sent, while rejoicing iu 
the benefits attendant on the applica- 
tion of the marvelous forces around us 
lo the purposes of human life, do also 
acknowledge that man is not their au- 
thor, but fiieir discover and minister;

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Sir Henri July, on rising, was greeted 
with hearty applause, ille could scarce- 
ly mill anything to what had been uaid, 
jind said 'so well, in the resolution, 
which hud been framed by one who had 
done so much for Victoria— Mayor Hay- 
ward. Ho could only say that Victoria 
was obviously now a most important 
jioint in Uie Empire, llegardiug tho 
name which had been given the new 
cable route— tho "Kerf Line"— he was 
struck by a similiarity with the name 
of tho historical "Thin Ued Line" in 
the duys of war of long ago. As the 
"thin red line" of those days spelt vic- 
tory, so now the "lied Line" meant vic- 
tory, but in a peaceful way. (Ap- 
plause..) 

ILKV. 13, S. RCXYVE. 
Rev. E. S. Rowe seconded the resolu- 
tion, and delivered a most eloquent ad- 
dress, lie said the possibilities bound 
up in the consummation of the scheme 
were tremendous; but when one consid- 
ered the preparatory steps which led up 
to the achievement, ho stood lost in 
awe at the courage which had been 
manifested. He paid a glowing tribute 
to 'Sir Sundford Fleming, to whose dog- 
ged perseverance was due the success 
of the scheme, the accomplishment of 
which they were marking tonight. The 
faith, the perseverance, the dauntless- 
ness of those responsible for the success 
of such undertakings were the most 
valuable asset of the human race. (Ap- 
plause.) 

In the Pacific cabh — the greatest of 
all the cables— reappears the toil and 
the triumphs of all the previous under- 
takings of the early ages, dt was signifi- 
cant that this was a "Faeilie" cable. 
New relations would be opened up, but 
this was a "pacific" cable; and one 
thing certain was the conquering of the 
Orient by pacific means. There was 
.something peculiarlp British about it 
to his mind — and that was that there 
was so little said about it. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

Not only was this a triumph of Brit- 
ish skill; it was a victory of peace. It 
is true that the growth of the Empire 
was due more to the acts of peace rather 
than the sword. This victory— this 
crowning victory— had an enormous poli- 
tical signHcauce. "Tonight Mother and 
Daughters sit in the same household. 
The industrial interests of the Empire 
are the same as if they were in one 
street. His '-Majesty could tonight talk 
to the uttermost confines of his Empire, 
and summon to his council board the 
representatives of his great Empire." 
This is a partnership undertaking. Can- 
ada, "one of the boys," so to speak, 
had grown up and was now taken into 
partnership. The linn might bo called 
"John Bull & .Soiis." (Applause.) 

Surely tho word isolation would no 
longer be in the language when referring 
to the British Empire. The local signifi- 
cance brings to us the value of our 
geographical position. There should be 
no pessimism regarding tiie future. \Yo 
are 1<> move among the great activities 
which will move the- world. 

.Mr. Howe's address was a magnifi- 
cent and eloquent one, and mi us con- 
clusion there' was tremendous applause. 

HON. J i. iM. KP.KKTS. 
Hon. I». M. L'berts, Attorney^ leneral, 
also sio.ic to the resolution. II, • said 
he was highly gratified t" present 
on Mich an occasion, lie hail not heard 
any of the previous speakers refer to 
the laving of the original Atlantic cable. 
He well remembered the event. The 
people who (hen engaged hi that enter- 
prise Mr. Cyrus Field for one look 
their views from Canadians, a small 
cable being in existence 'from 1'. E.' 1. 
to the Mainland. 

■Mr. 'Kbrrts spoke of (lie great improve- 
ment in the service from tin- early days< 
It was n matter of ureal local signifi- 
cance that the cable touched on the 
shores of British Columbia. The great 
reduction in rates mount much for the 
trade of Canada. We were living in a 
wonderful age, and in a wonderful time; 
and iv were now only on the verge of 
discovery. lie alluded to the wonders 
of wireless telegraphy, anil told of his 
experience on board an Atlantic liner, 
it was a proud day for the (British Em- 
pire. He hoped thai 'all which might 
be done in future would tend so notably 
in the direction of strengthening the 
bonds of the British Empire. ' (Ap- 
plause.) 

A. E. McrHlLLIPS, K.C. I 
A. E. Mcl'hillips. K.C, M.I'.TV, also 
spoke to the resolution. He, with other 
speakers, felt how Important was the 
occasion and he felt proud, as a Can- 
adian, thut two-thirds of the cost had 
been borne by the "Sons of the Empire." 
(Applause.) Canada had done her part, 
lie would have been glad if Sir J oil n A. 
Macdonald were living to sec the frui- 
tion of all his aims in the growth of the 
Empire. But all Canadians could re- 
juico at the event which they were now 
celebrating. Mr." MePhillips portrayed 
in burning words of eloquence what was 
the future of 'Canada, and evoked much 
applause.

THE PACIEIC OABIJE. 

A Brief History of the Great Intel- 
Imperial Project. 

"Prom east, to west the circling word 

has passed, 
Till east is west beside the land-locked 
blue."— -Kipling. 

The deep soa cables now reach from' 
Vancouver's Isle to the Queensland 
coast, and west is east indeed. Aus- 
tralia, the faraway sister colony of the 
Dominion, is now bound close to Can- 
ada's broad fields, linked with the 8,000 
miles of gutta-percha bound cables. The 
last connection lias been made by the 
Inuding crew of the cable steamer An- 
glia at Suva, which port has long since 
been in communication with the Aus- 
trnlins and the world, and as the two 
ends were connected the cable engineers 
clicked a message from the Fijis to His 
Majesty, congratulating hiiu on the cmii- 
pletiou of tl, e Empire's "All Red" girdle. 
This was Ih" first message carried by 
ibe urn ruble, uiid soon afterwards S.r 
Itii hard Sed.loii Hashed his eongni t nin- 
th ;i- over the s.i dies of cable I" Sir 

Sundford h'h'iiniig, w T,. , the father 
of the great project.

■staff picked up the end of tho long cable 
which wits connected with Rauitield 
creek, from where it lay u mile from 
Fanning. A splice was made mid the 
shore connection made with Fanning 
island, and then the surprised Mr. Greig, 
called the King of Fanning island, spent 
a day in sending messages to his friend's 
about tho seven seas, whom he had not 
seen for years. 

The first message Hashed over the 
cabU; to Fanning Island was one from 
the Colonist, congratulating iMr. Lucas, 
the engineer in charge, on the success- 
ful completion of his work, to which Mr. 
Lucas replied promptly, thanking the 
Colonist for its expression of good will. 

From Fanning island the Anglin start- 
ed for 'Suva on October IS, and making 
steady progress, dropped her cable to 
the ooze of the Pacific's bed at the rate 
of eight knots an hour, and on Tuesday 
night— a day before it wa.s expected she 
would finish — the shore connection was 
made at Suva, and a message sped 
through the ocean to tell dlis iMajesty 
that the Empire's great work was com- 
plete, and that the colonies were bound 
together in a magic girdle. 

The cable has been an undertaking of 
the Empire. The Imperial government, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand 
paying for the work. The construction 
and laying of tho cable has been done 
by the Telegraph Construction iV Main- 
tenance company, carried out under tho 
supervision of the engineers of the Pa- 
cine Cable board. F R. Lucas, chief 
engineer of the Telegraph Construction 
oc Maintenance company, has sailed on 
the steamers which have been laying the 
cable, and Mr. Reynolds has accom- 
panied him on behalf of the Pacific 
Cable IBourd A. L. Dearbone, an en- 
gineer of the Pacific Cable .Board is 
now ,-it Bnmfield creek to make an olll- 
ciul test of thu cable, which ho will 
work for IK) days, and if it answers all 
requirements and the work so far shows 
that it undoubtedly will— tin? govern- 
ments will take over the cable, and it- 
will be opened about December 1 for 
commercial messages. 

The opening of the new cable will 
have a great effect on Canadian busi- 
ness with Australia and the South Seas. 
Already quite a large business in agri- 
cultural implements, machinery, paper, 
wheat, Hour and general manufactures 
ami produce of Canada, has bee,, work- 
ed up. and with the facilities afforded 
bj the new cable connection the oppor- 
tunities for business will be much im- 
proved^ The rate will be cut down to 
about "m cents per word, it is believed.

It is estimated that this year tho Koot- 
enay s nave bought some $7,000 worth of 
OkanuKan vegetables and fruit, which Is 
prabnbly treble the amount purchased la 
any one previous year. The Indications are 
that hereafter the Kooteaays will he a 
large epiiirumora of Okanagan products, par- 
ticularly • „ the ». rop continues to grow, 
bending Okanagitn produce raisers state 
that within three or four years Okanagan 
u ill be raising more than enough fruit anil 
vegetaio-les to supply the entire Kootenay 
country, as u.-u Hs Bending iarge quantities 
to the Northwest Territories now a big 
consumer In all lines of fruit ami produce, 
provided flier* are no very extensive In- 
crease In population.

Awarding Contract to Victoria 
Firm Would Mean [Viuch to 
City.

"Fifteen thousand dollars extra money 
spent in Victoria, and the eniploynr.o^t 
of upwards of 100 men for mouths." 
That is what, in the language of C. ,T. 
V. 'Sprntt, of the Victoria [Machinery 
Depot, will result if the contract for 
the erection of the superstructure of tlrr- 
new Point Cilice bridge is let to a local 
tenderer. 

\ Colonist reporter visited the works 
of the Victoria Machinery 'Depot yester- 
day. Il<j went there to ascertain from 
the management what facilities existed 
in Victoria for the handling of such n 
large undertaking asjhe erection of a 
steel bridge of the proportions contem- 
plated, Mr. U. .J. A'. Spratt -was seen 
md ho assured the reporter that liis 
company had every facility for carrying 
out the work in an expeditious manner, 
and wholly with local labor. 

The tender which hns been submitted 
by the Victoria Machinery Depot is bas- 
ed entirely upon the specifications pre- 
pared by Mr. Boll. C. E, with the ex- 
ception that provision is made for the 
substitution of "riveted connections" in

the joints, instead of "pin connect Ions." 
The pin connections railed for in the 
specifications would permit of the im- 
portation of almost the whole material 
for the bridge— that is the raw material 
and the different littings, only requiring 
slighl meehanien] labor to put tho dif- 
ferent parts in position. This would 
mean that in the event of the contract 
for the bridge going to an outside ten- 
derer very little additional labor would 
he employed on tho work in the city of 
Victoria. 

In the event of the acceptance of the 
tender of the one local ifirm which has 
asked for an opportunity to undertake 
the work, the only thing imported would 
be the lolled sections of steel required 
111 the erection of the structure All 
the work oT "making" the bridge wonld 
he done in the city, and this would give 
employment to upwards of 100 men for 
several months, in addition to the large 
increase which would be necessary in 
the "shop force." 
j I.Mr. iSnratt is of the opinion that 
when the tender (submitted by his firm 
! is opened on Monday ncx'.\ it will be 
I found that the price quoted is lower 
than the figures mentioned by the other 
tenders; but, even if this should not he 
the ease, he submits that many reasons 
I can bo fairly advanced why the tender 
should be awarded to a local firm. 

As has already been stated, the ten- 
der submitted by Mr. Spratt's firm calls 
j for the riveting of sections instead of 
[the "pin system" in vogue where bridges 
;nre erected at isolated points— that is, 
where a large expenditure would be in- 
ivolred in sending n considerable body 
1 of men to places where there are no 
mnnufacturiug facilities. The bridge 
I proposed fo be built by Mr. Spratt's 
.'firm would in every sense he up to the 
' letter of tho specifications, the, only 
point of difference being that where 
pin connections" are mentioned it is 
proposed to adopt the system of "rivet- 
ed" connections. 

This latter provision, provided it was 
decided to adopt it, would result in the 
employment of 11 much greater amount 
of locifl labor, which would bo obviously 
• a great advantage to the city. 
I '.Mr. 'Sprntt's firm,' besides submitting 
n_ tender complying with the specifica- 
tions as idrawn by Mr. "Bell, is submit- 
ting three alternative plans— two being 
for steel bridges on different lines, and 
one for a stone structure. 
I Summing it all up, the position of (Mr. 
^ Spratt's firm is simply this: They htive 



submitted a tender which they believe 
will be lower than the rest of the ten- 
ders received; it' they get the contract 
!j»15,000 additional money will be spent 
in the city, and the bridge will in every 
respect he as goo,! as any that could 
be erected by an outside firm. 

Mr. Spratt mentions that his firm pays 
$1,000 annually in taxes, nnd that all 
things being equal a local firm should 
get: the preference in a work for Vic- 
toria, paid for by Victorians.
